voter to exercise second choices. 
When more tthan two parties are 
contesting a seat, it lessens the 
possibility of one winning with a 
small majority. Under a straight 
“X” system a candidate can win 
with a majority of less than 50 
per cent if the rest of the votes are 
split between two others. 

Alberta was the first Canadian 
province to adopt the transferable 
ballot, and will be the last one to 
drop It. Manitoba adopted it in 
1931 and threw it out last year. 
British Columbia used it only once, 
in 1950.

Can Still Listen In 


A farmer friend asked us the other day if there 
was any word as to when we could expect a change¬ 
over to an automatic (dial) type of telephone service. 
We gathered that he was pretty fed up with neighbors 
“listening in” on some of his personal phone calls and 
thought or hoped that an automatic system would 
eliminate this nuisance. 

Well, we have made some enquiries, and we can’t 
hold out any hope for our farm residents on party 
lines to be any better off, insofar as people listening-in 
is concerned, than they are right now. As a matter 
of fact, we are told on very good authority that it is 
easier to listen in, undetected, on a dial phone type of 
party line than on the type of party line presently in 
use in this district. The only advantage, if it can be 
called that, is that a maximum of about twelve phones 
is all that can be on the same line. 

We also understand that the automatic style of 
party line can “ground out” comparatively easily and 
that considerable trouble is usually experienced on 
rural lines during the first few months of operation. 

However, residents of the town and district will, 
sooner or later, be using the dial type of telephone. 
Just when the changeover will be made is apparently 
either a secret or unknown and we won’t even hazard 
a guess right now.

Can't Afford To Lose Them 

It is likely that we will see more companies fol¬ 
lowing the example of a Canadian insurance company 
which has just i-aised its official retirement age three 
years to 68, thinks The Financial Post. Other com¬ 
panies will follow simply because we cannot afford to 
retire from needed production the. hundred thousand 
able Canadian citizens who reach 65 every year. There 
wouldn’t be enough younger people left to do the 
necessary work. 

Between the ages of 65 and 69 there are almost a 
quarter of a million men alone in this country. Most 
of these are fit, almost all are experienced and many 
of them would like nothing better than to go on work¬ 
ing. They would be happier, healthier and wealthier 
if they were permitted to do so. Compulsory retirement 
for a great number of people as soon as they reach 
their 65th birthday is not something to look forward 
to with pleasure. 


Britain's Criminal Code 

“An eye for an eye” and a “tooth for a tooth” is 
not the backbone of the criminal code of Great Britain 
any more. The ancient law was repealed in the British 
House of Commons recently when Parliament voted 
to abolish the death penalty. Now when a murder is 
committed in England the culprit, if apprehended and 
convicted, can expect at the most life imprisonment— 
and in this land which fathered the present system of 
government and code of laws of the free peoples of the 
world, life imprisonment means just what it says. 

Possibly the abolishment of the death penalty is 
a good thing, but we are not sure. Certainly it won’t 
have a tendency to decrease the number of crimes 
which merit such a drastic sentence. However, one 
consolation that the culprit' may have is that the 
country must feed and clothe him for the rest of his 
life. He won’t have to pay for lodging and will have 
no taxes. In fact he will have everything that socialists 
are advocating for everyone. 

His victim may rest in peace, but the society 
which abolished the death penalty will not be free of 
the cares and troubles of this disturbed world.

Controlling Mice 

During the past few years great 
advances have been made in con¬ 
trolling mice. Warfarin and Pival 
rat and mouse poisons, are fairly 
safe to use and do effective jobs. 
Both of these poisons come in 
three forms, Concentrate, Ready- 
Mixed-Bait and Water Soluble 
Bait. The Concentrate is mixed 
with 19 parts by weight of a cereal 
preferably oatmeal, for a complete 
bait. The Ready-Mixed-Bait can 
be used as packaged. The Wafer 
Soluble Bait comes as a salt and 
dissolves readily In water. The 
water bait can be set out in shal¬ 
low dishes and is especially good' 
during warm weather In places 
where food is plentiful and cereal 
type baits are less attractive. 

The directions on the container 
should be closely followed. Both 
Pival and Warfarin are relatively, 
safe poisons, but they should be 
protected from children, livestock, 
pets, etc.

Brands Must Be Registered 

The number of registered brands 
in good standing for Alberta at the 
end of 1955 was just over 29,000. 
Of these 25,350 were cattle brands, 
4,050 were horse brands, 19 sheep 
brands, 24 poultry, and 10 fox 
brands. Mr. Mead, Alberta’s Live¬ 
stock Commissioner, says livestock 
owners who propose to brand in 
any manner should be familiar 
with some of the points set out in 
the Brand Act. The exceptions to 
this are those using ear tags or ear 
tattoos.

It-is not compulsory to'; brand 
livestock jn Alberta. However, if 
branding is done it is illegal R> use 
a brand that is not registered un¬ 
der the Act, or with a brand that 
has been cancelled or has expired. 
:The maximum penalty is $200.00 
fine. In addition of course, an un¬ 
registered brand gives no protec¬ 
tion once stock is removed from its 
immediate range. 

The cost of brand registration Is 
$2.00 for four years. If It is not re¬ 
newed at the end of four years the 
registration automatically expires. 
The cost of renewal after the first 
registration is $1.00 for each brand 
registered.

Nursery Stock 

Nusery stock should be purchas¬ 
ed with .regard to our Alberta cli¬ 
mate. Nursery stock grown in 
Western Canada will establish it¬ 
self more qutokly in Alberta than 
will stock primarily intended for 
milder climates. This is an impor¬ 
tant factor to keep in mind when 
planning home grounds. For In¬ 
stance Victoria has a frost free 
period of 254 days and an annual 
rainfall of 27 inches. On the other 
had Medicdne Hat has a frost free 
period of about 130 days and an 
average rainfall of 13 inches. These

The special provision will be al 
the more welcome this season be 
caluse of the tight delivery situa¬ 
tion that exists and the policy 
should assist materially in the dis¬ 
tribution of high quality seed oj 
which there is a good supply. 

Not all farmers are able to pur¬ 
chase their full seed requirement: 
in the form of Registered or Certi¬ 
fied stocks and that is why thost 
who are concerned with crop in- 
provement have for many year: 
advocated the establishment of s 
farm seed plot from which fresh 
stocks of pure seed can be raised 
Many farmers in western Canacic 
have followed this practice consist¬ 
ently and find that it pays ofl 
because of the higher returns ob¬ 
tained. At the same time they are 
making a valuable contribution tc 
the maintenance of quality which 
is so much desired if Canada is to 
obtain her position in world mar¬ 
ket.

Verdict Given In Death of 
Mother and Infant Child 

A coroner’s Jury sitting on March 
7 undpr Coroner D. H. Russell re¬ 
turned a verdict of “death of un¬ 
known causes" in its investigation 
into the death of a mother and 
infant child in a cabin trailer at 
Carmangay last July. 

The jury was confronted with 
one of the most bizarre cases ever 
presented to a coroners jury in this 
district. The mother, Jean (Ed¬ 
ward) Kihn, age 21 years, died in 
St. Michael’s hospital in Leth¬ 
bridge after being removed there 
by ambulance from the Carman- 
yay hospital.
